A NEW SOCIETY. 

Mr. Editor:— In these days of organiza- ' all. And if 
tions, none of your readers will be surprised there, pleading the 
at a call for a new society. For we have so- ) ’ 
eietics for almost everything—some good and 
some bad—some of them are efficient, and 
some are well nigh powerless for want of ac¬ 
tion. It has occurred to me that there is a 
wide field, that is white already to the har¬ 
vest, and there are many valiant, wise and 
strong men who seem to be ready to enter 
this field as laborers. All that is wanting is 
i an organization. And for one, rather than 
those men should remain idle, I should be 
glad to see them organize themselves into a 
society, that they might labor more efficiently. 

We all know there are some advantages aris¬ 
ing from an organization, One of these ad¬ 
vantages is, if the society falls into error, or 
even into sin, the members of the society 
have a hiding place, which they could uot 
have simply as individuals. 'The sins then 
are “Organic sins,” for which the member! 
are not so responsible as they would be if hi 
such organization existed. 

The field of labor for the society which I 
recommend, is to correct the abuses of Sla¬ 
very. Now you will see, Mr. Editor, that 
we have no society for this object—though 
we have Anti-Slavery Societies of various 
kinds—and Colonization Societies, and a few 
years ago there was organized a society “for 
the improvement of the colored race,” (or 
some name like that)—I wish that society 
would publish and circulate their Report, 

But none of these societies have taken tip 
the point before us, as a special object, so 
far as I know. Now, Sir, we are told by 
those who {toy they know, and who profess to 
be men of truth,- that Slavery is abused, and 
it is these abuses which make Slavery so 
pernicious and odious. Why, say they, the 
“mere relation ” is one of the most innocent 
things in the world. Now if this be so, I 
tould by all means recommended a society 
> labor for this object, and I would myself 
join such asoeiety. And I have no doubt very 
many others would—many, too, who vvil! not 
join an Anti-Slavery Society because this goes 
against all slavery—even the relation is con¬ 
demned. Here, Sir, only look—see what no¬ 
ble materials there are for such a society.— 

There are Presidents, Professors of our Col¬ 
leges and Theological Seminaries—a learned 
and influential class, truly. Doctors of Di- 
inity almost without number, and with few 
xceptions these wise and good men, it is b- 
ieved would join such a society—then thei 
u-e many lesser lights in the church—mini 
ers —deacons—elders, and private Christians 
—Editors, both religious and secular—Law¬ 
yers—Doctors—and I think some of Mer¬ 
chants—Ship-owners—and Sea Captains, and 
perhaps some-of the leading politicians of | 
both the great parties would come into this 
measure. Of course the “one idea” men 
would not, for they go against Slavery in all 
its forms, and in all its “relations.” 

Now, what a host!—how learned!—how 
religious—how influential! Let the object of 
the Society be distinctly stated and well un¬ 
derstood to be simply to correct the abuses of\ 
slavery— not to interfere with slavery only 
just so far as to restore it to its benevolent de¬ 
sign—it is not to make the slave less valuable 
as an article of property but more so. For, 
if the abuses can be corrected there will be no 
reason in the world why any slave that is 
worth keeping, should wish to run away— 
what though he is held in any law its an arti¬ 
cle of property, and his wife and his children 
(if he has any) are so held?—what though in 
consequence of his master’s death, or bank- 
iptcy, he may be sold with and like other 
property?—what then? Why all this is but a 
“ mere relation none of his rights are in fact 
impaired—who would mind such a thing as 
that, it is a name—that is all. Why, Mr. Ed¬ 
itor, you could hardly object to. this yourself 
' ild not if it were not for your “fanat-

I would respectfully suggest that 
Dr. Fuller and Dr. ,Capers be a committee to 
draft a constitution. I name them, because 
they are well acquainted with slavery, and 
are as able as any others to point out its abus¬ 
es. And I think Northen men will not be 
J jealous of our Southern brethren.

The Dr, is deeply read in history, and does 
not know that tyrants never willingly give 
up their power? 'The spirit of slavery is the 
spirit of tyranny : and the southern slavehold- 
know how to use their power.

It is not merely a 
question of negro slavery with them, hut it is 
whether they shall hold the reins of govern¬ 
ment; and appoint and enjoy the most hon¬ 
orable and lucrative offices of this nation. It 
is whether they shall give us our presidents, 
the vast majority of ourseeretaries, naval and 
military officers, foreign ministers, consuls 
and so on. It is whether this entire nation 
shall bend to their will or not. It is a case of 
life and death with them. And the Dr, may 
be assured that slavery will never die in this 
land, without many a hard struggle on the 
part of freemen. It is not so easy for those 
who possess power to give it up, 

'The Dr, tells us that “political action of 
some kind” is necessary, I only wish he had 
gone a step farther and told us what kind of 
political action it is that must be used. For 
my. part, I know of but ones and that is the 
BALLOT BOX, And when 800,000 men will 
stand true to the cause arid rights of freemen, 
the days of slavery throughout all these Uni¬ 
ted States and Texas are numbered. Now if 
the Dr. at the next State election will cast a 
freedom vote—I mean if he will east his vote 
for a man, and only for the man who will use 
11 his moral and political influence in favor of 
freedom, and if his brethren of the same de¬ 
ion in this State, will do the same, 
apprehend, would be accomplished 
for the overthrow of this institution in a single

Dear Willey:— Dr. Pond has written 

a very kind manner, and though he is not 
a member of the anti-slavery society, yet 1 
think he is to be commended for the honora¬ 
ble manner in which he has spoken of them. 
He is not, I think, to be regarded as an ene¬ 
my, but as a friend, who dissents, in some 
particulars, from the members of that body, 
His manner is open and honorable; and il 
seems really good, in comparison tothatsnap- 
pish, sly, suspicious, can-any-good-thing- 
come-out-of-Nazareth manner, which we 
witness in some men, who stand in high 
places, and control the public mind. 

But after all that is said, I can hardly think 
that the Dr.’s rnind has got in just the 
right position with regard to the subject yet. 
He has offered many valuable suggestions, 
and I really believe “hates slavery as much 
as any body.” He recommends going to the 
South. Would the Dr. go on that mission? 
[ know of no one who could better fill it than 
himself. He is the best acquainted with his 
own plan, and has kindness enough to touch 
any slaveholder’s heart, if indeed it can be 
touched with kindness'. He is, to be sure, 
occupying an important place, and he occu¬ 
pies it with ability; but really it seems to me 
that if he could go South, and operate on his 
own plan, and could be the humble instrument 
of overturning the old bastile of slavery i 
Virginia and Maryland, he would confer 
greater benefit upon his species, than he pos¬ 
sibly can in occupying the professor’s chair.— 


•emarks on two points 
theftiselves to those 
who are desirous' to make the most of our 
Free School system. 

1. On the want of qualification in School 
Teachers. We have provided that public in¬ 
struction shall be general, but that dues not 
ensure its being goad. The diffusion of Edu¬ 
cation is one thing, but its quality is another. 
'The law requires that candidates for teaching 
“shall be well qualified in instruct youth in 
reading, writing the English language gram¬ 
matically, in Arithmetic and other branches 
ally taught in public schools,” What is 
0 be well qualified? It is idle for a person 
ittempt to teach a brunch with which he is 
familiar. A stammering, blundering 
reader is not qualified to teach boys to read; 
e who has merely ciphered through an 
itlnnetic is not qualified to teach arithmetic; 
r is one who has parsed through Pope’s 
Essay of course qualified to leach grammar. 
The Teac.li.cF should have mastered his 
branch, so that he can promptly detect the 
ifficuities which embarrass the scholar, and 
readily and skillfully illustrate and explain.— 
” s ear should be as quick to detect an error 
reading or' gratrimer, &c., ns the ear of a 
isieian a discord. The Teacher should be 
above his pupils in knowledge, or he will 
t command their respect. No parent would 
send a son to learn em pentery of a man who 
has but half learned his trade. Yet Teachers 
are often employed, who have not half learn¬ 
ed the branches they profess to teach. This 
is a fatal evil in our system of schools. No 
laws, no influence w ill make a good school, if 
the teacher be incompetent. And this evil 
will continue to weaken the efficiency of our 
schools, so long as haU-taiigbt young men and 
women can procure certificate's. 

What are the evils of having incompetent 
Teachers? The public money is wased,— 
The money is raised for the purposes of in¬ 
struction, w hich, under incompetent Teach¬ 
ers, the children do not receive. Errors are 
inculcated. An incompetent teacher will 
teach his scholars many things which they 
learn. Under such a teacher, the 
children will not be stimulated; there can lie 
no progress. Pupils must of course be shut 
up to the field of knowledge of the Teacher. 
Their minds, then, will lie cramped. There 
can be no advance or expansion among them 
'The condition of the school, moreover, will 
act upon the district. You may judge of tho 
one by the other. A district or a town which 
has badly managed schools, will soon make 
that defect manifest to the passer by. Now 
would ensure vigorous intellectual 
growth in a school and in a community, ( for 
the character of the community depends on 
that of its schools,) we must, for one thing, 
have competent Teachers. 

But the great evil arising from incompetent 
Teachers is, that they bring the Free School 
system into contempt. The object of the 
BYee School system is to edueate the public 
mind. It should furnish an education suffi¬ 
cient for the wants of the community at large. 
But the pernicious practice of cutting up a 
town into small school districts, and of em¬ 
ploying incompetent Teachers, (and this last 
practice is a direct and unavoidable conse¬ 
quence of the former,) injures the public 
schools and gives rise to private schools.— 
Short public schools and poor Teachers ren¬ 


ders it necessary for those who are able, to 
employ private Teachers in all our towns and 
villages. The consequence is, that the chil¬ 
dren of the poor are kept in the Free Schools, 
while those of the more wealthy are sent to 
private schools. Before long we shall have 
the great mischief become general, of separa- 
i between the rich arid the poor, springing 
of the mismanagement of our Free School 
system. This ought not, must not, be so.— 
It makes education more expensive without 
making it in reality anv better, than is design¬ 
ed by our Free School system. During the 
last century some of the best men Scotland 
could boast of, were reared in her Parish 
Schools. In many towns in New England 
public schools now give as good an education 
as is to be obtained in any private schools. 

I have not yet alluded to the moral qualifi¬ 
cations of a Teacher^ What parent would 
send bis children to a school where the Teach¬ 
er was known to have an infectious disease? 
Better do that, than place them under one

Kidnapping!—Daring Outrage! 

Our city was thrown into the greatest ex¬ 
citement this morning by intelligence that a 
respectable and peaceable colored man, who 
has been residing here between twelve and 
thirteen years, was enticed across the bridge 
to the town of Franklin ton, last evening, and 
there handcuffed, gagged and forcibly placed 
into a vehicle to be taken to Kentucky. Af¬ 
ter having bound him, they called up a Jus 
tice to read some portion of the act to him iu 
reference to fugitives from labor, intending 
this as a sort of sham trial. The pursuit was 
commenced a little before 12 o’clock, and the 
chance of overtaking them depends mainly, 
as we suppose, upon the ability to reach 
Xenia before the starting of the Cars,—a des¬ 
perate chance.

CONGRESS- 

The Sub-Treasury Bill has passed t 
House—122 to 66. 

The President sent in a Message in which 
he recommends a Heavy increase of military 
and naval nppropriations-the latter especial¬ 
ly- 1 he estimates are nealy equal to a state 
ol war. It is perhaps probable that his object 
was to keep in good standing with the wa 
party. But later intelligence is far more grat- 
•jy ing. Mr. Benton has used up what stock 
t tie was left of Cass & Co., and established 
the 49th degree beyond refutation, as the line 
established by the Treaty of Utrecht, and 
adopted by Jefferson, Madison and Monroe. 
His speech was manly and sarcastic. The war 
fever is at an end, the belligerents have ex¬ 
ploded, and extravagant appropriations will 
not now probably be more than thrown away. 

Mr. Benton remarked upon the inflamatory 
character of Mr. Cass’ speech, which was de¬ 
liberately made after three months prepara¬ 
tion—almost got by heart. That Senator, he 
hoped would never have another word to sav 
about our claim north of 49. The Agamem¬ 
non, the Ulysses and the Ajax of 54 deg., 40 
min., “small by degrees, and beautifully less” 
as they were arranged, would, he hoped,have 
nothing more to say. 

The speech might have had the effect of 
alarming and agitating the country at thii 
time. He hoped he had said enough to pre- 
vent that and other injurious consequenees. 

1 he extra appropriation of twenty-one mil 
lions would no longer be wanted. That wa 
one consequence of this clear proof that ou 
claim did not extend beyond 49 deg. It wouk, 
stop all except, perhaps, the Senator who had 
threatened himself to “move up to 54° 40.” 

He went on to remark on the folly of buy¬ 
ing books for the instruction of Congress, the 
writers of which history did not know the 
meaning of the words used, in the treaties of 
which he wrote. 

The line of 49 wanted no adoption 
sanction. It was settled, determined, estab¬ 
lished. 

Strange northern democrats did not know 
any better than to suppose the slaveholders 
would dare endanger the peace with Great 
Britain, by maintaining the asserted right 
the “whole of Oregon,” as it was claimed.— 
” n Benton, now the safety of Slavery was 
isue, could unite with Calhoun, his old 
bitter foe, so that Hannegan taunted them 
ith having made peace. Our democrats will 
be poor scholars if they do not make some ad- 
ince in the philosophy of slaveholders.

$1,566, for repairing damages to Louisiana 
Artillery illegally and without the order even 
of the President'ealled into the Texas Blood¬ 
less war. This too was lost. Everything 
that slavery wauls is constitutional. Liber¬ 
ty’s behests are always unconstitutional. The 
bill was passed (by yeas and nays called by 
Mr. Culver) and that loo by the same men 
who vote against giving the same amount o 
money to forward internal improvements and 
other works of peace and civilization.

THE great freshet. 

The late freshet was probably the greatest 
ever nown in this State. On the Penobscot 
it was most severe, where a greater part of 
the property on the river, mills, bridges, &c., 
appears to have been swept away. Bangor 
suffered greatly. The ice came down the ri 
tn immense jams, chocked up the channel 
then the water backed so that it was 8 o 
feet deep in the principal business streets.— 
'The Gazette says: 

“At 9 on Saturday evening the jam from 
1 assadumkeag reached that village, and tear- 
"'g aw fy thu bridge between Oldtown aud 
■Vli I turd, swept down to the Corporation.— 
1 here uniting its whelming mass with the 
masses below, and flooding out the 30 saws at 
that place, the whole bore down upon our de¬ 
voted city with resistless fury. Soon the whole 
is in motion the whirling waters rush up the 
Kenduskeag, and so rapid the swell that hun¬ 
dreds narrowly escaped with their lives. Fifty 
men were on the middle bridge—and though 
they all rushed for the nearest shore, not less 
than twenty were precipitated in the boiling 
flood ere they reached *he bank. Luckily, a 
building floating ou the river had been set on 
tire, and throw a bright light-bver the whole 
and no lives were lost. 

“At this moment a crash was heard at 
toll bridge. It was the breaking away of the 
draw. YV e passed down .Exchange street, and 
just as we reached the Exchange met the fu¬ 
rious torrent rushing up in front of the city 
point Block. When we reached the bridge 
the huge masses of ice mingled with lumber, 
houses, bridges &c., were pressing through 
between the piers, and the bridge was creak¬ 
ing and seemed ready at any moment to leap 
from its piers. At length the capacity of the 
harbor is taxed to the utmost—the ice is 
grounded from shore to shore, and the fury of 
the wild torrent is checked. 

“No language can depict the scenes of that 
hour. The water rose twel ve feet id ten n 
utes, and continued to rise until it reached the 
height of 17 feet above the capsill of the 
wharf—or high water mark. Many were 
driven from their houses, and stores and shop,, 
never before reached by the highest floods 
were filled with water to the caps of the win¬ 
dows of the lower story. W est Market Square 
spread out an expanded harbor. The water 
in Main street flowed up to No. 52 above the 
Merchants’ Exchange, and stood for several 
hours at that height:—the water-line ranging 
near the top of the entrance of the Eastern 
Bank, arid about as near the top of the door 
to the Post Office Avenue. The shore on 
Hammond street was in front of Greenough & 
Shepherd’s opposite the City Ilall. 

“At 4 P. .)i^ tjie ice below the bridge moved 
a few rods—at which time, as we afterwards 
earned—the ice left Hampden, having broken 
below the Narrows. Just before 7, the whole 


crash, and the accumulated mass of mills, 
bridges, houses, shops, lumber and ice rushed 
through the harbor, and after depositing its 
•plus on the shore and wharves on the west- 
i bank, turned down the western channel 
and forced a passage to the ocean. 

“ The water fell so suddenly as to leave 
nearly all the lumber on the banks and about 
the wharves imbedded iu the ice which re¬ 
mains walled up from twenty to thirty feet 
high on the shores. Such perfect walls of ice 
never before lined this river; and some parts 
of the masses bid fair to remain till lnidsum- 
The Kenduskeag Market-House slid 
from its foundation and passing gracefully 
the bridge launched into the harbor be¬ 
low, followed by the wrecks of the two 
bridges, a number of shops and smaller build¬ 
ings from above, among which was Glover’s 
bowling alley—the greatest nuisance of our 
city.” 

The people appear to be in good spirits and 
will do all that vigorous enterprise can do to 
recover early from this calamity, which from 
:he following note is less than was feared:

A great calamity has befallen the citizens 
of Bangor, in the destruction of their property 
by the flood which swept over the city, and 
ii the derangement of business for the coining 
season, it is desirable that the extent of this 
calamity should he made known: and if, 
the excitement of alarm, its magnitude has 
exaggeraied, that it should be corrected, 
is impossible to stale eorreeily the amouni 
of:the loss at this time, hut an estimate may 
j formed which may iqqiroach the truth, and 
:rve to correct erroneous impressions and 
quiet the minds of those who may feel an 
interest iu the business part of the communi¬ 
ty. 

From the best inquiry the undersigned has 
been able to make, and from the opinion of | 
men well acquainted with the state of things, 

I am of opinion that the loss does not exceed 
$250,000. A large portion of this sum falls 
len who can bear the loss, without great 
inconvenience, and the remainder is divided 
among a large portion of our men of busi- 

i, hut few of whom will feel the loss se- 

dy.

dence, should go hopefully forward.

Smith’s bridge in Buxton, the bridge 
at Steep Falls, and the Hiram bridge, are re¬ 
ported to be gone. The most serious losses 
l this river appear to be in lumber gone to 

Androscoggin. —The Norway Advertiser 

in the eastern part of this County much 
damage has been done. At Livermore Falls, 
the ice formed a jam below the village, stop¬ 
ping the current of the water, and causing it 
to rise twenty-four feet iu as many minutes, 
flowing the whole village. When the jatn 
gave way, the pressure of the water removed 
twenty-seven buildings, and caused much 
other damage. Had the rise of the river oc¬ 
curred iu the night, it must have resulted in 
great loss of life, as the inhabitants of the 
village could not possibly have escaped. 

In Turner, “Bradford’s village bridge,” a 
bridge near Air. Benj. Jones’s, and “Chase’s 
bridge,” so called, were swept away. A part 
of North Turner Bridge is likewise gone. . 
In Buckfield, the “Hull bridge,” about half 
mile east of the villlage, was destroyed. 

In Paris, the bridge at Snow’s Falls was 
irried away. 

At Mechanic Fails, we learn, the bridge is 
also gone. 

In Durham, at the South West Bend, the 
bridge across the Androscoggin has been swept 
off. Also the bridge below, at Little River, 
Lisbon.” 


On the Kennebec the damage was light,nor 
as the water so high as the exaggerated 
accounts of some remarkable “Hallowed 


Correspondent” of several western papers al¬ 
leges. It never “covered the principal part 
of our business street,” or anything nearly 
like it. The total loss of property in the 
State has been heavy—how much we have 1 
no means of estimating. 

. T hk Case of Tirrell.— The Boston Cou¬ 
rier, remarking upon the results of this trial, 
which has attracted so much attention, says: 

“ I he jury acquitted the accused solely on 
the ground ibat the government had not 
proved, beyond a doubt, that be was guilty. 
And this is, perhaps, the safest ground on 
which a jury can stand when they are to de¬ 
cide a question, in which life or death is in¬ 
volved. It is true, we have heard it said by 
some, that the murder was as likely to have 
been committed by some one of the perma¬ 
nent inmates of the house where it was com¬ 
muted, as by Tirrell; but we can hardly sup¬ 
pose that any juror could have entertained 
such a thought. No attempt w as made, we 
believe, by the defendant’s counsel to east 
the suspicion of murder upon any other indi¬ 
vidual,—but otdy to show that Maria Bick¬ 
ford might have committed suicide. If 'Tir¬ 
rell was not in Bickford’s chamber when the 
act (whether murder or suicide) was commit¬ 
ted, it would have been very easy for him to 
show where he was at that lime. But no 
such attempt was made. We cannot believe 

at the verdict of the jury was based on the 
belief of his innocence, but solely on the sup¬ 
position that he might not be guilty. 

“We are glad to learn that Tirrell was ac¬ 
quitted fur want of positive proof of bis guilt, 
and that the jury did not take into considera¬ 
tion the absurd defence of somnambulism sei 
up by his counsel, and so almost ludicrously 
illustrated by some of the learned doctors, 
who were called as witnesses. 'The plea of 
insanity has been urged as an apology for al¬ 
most every crime thatcan be committed; lint, 
probably, it was thought to be too narrow for 
this ease. Whether it has been decided by 
its advocates that it shall be entirely aban¬ 
doned by the faculty, and somnambulism sub¬ 
stituted iu its stead, will probably appear here¬ 
after. 

Was there ever a trial before this, where 
there were such development of depravity, 
debauchery, and open, shameless adultery 
and prostitution exhibited ? If so, we In 
had the good fortune not to have them fall 
our way.”
